SOTA Activation 
52 Years in the a 
Making! 

On September 28, 1961, Milt, N5/A (then 
A5FPO) and his cousin carried a Eico 720 CW 
Transmitter and National NC-60 Receiver to the 
top of Canador Peak, New Mexico, and camped 
for the night before making three contacts from 
the summit on the morning of September 29, 
1961. 

Fast forward almost 52 years to September 
27, 2013. Early on that morning Milt, 5/4 and 
Steve, AY7KA climb Canador Peak, New Mexico, 
SOTA summit W5N/BU-048 to attempt the first 
official SOTA (Summits on the Air) activation of 
the peak. At 1530Z Milt makes QSO number 
four with James, N6K<, in Prescott, AZ, to 
become the first SOTA activator almost 52 years 
to the day later... 
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Milt, NO/A, on the summit of Canador Peak, 
NM. SOTA summit W5N/BU-048
